one foreign correspondent running 
around loose is more dangerous 
than two foreign airmen, now free 
to tight again .That's how the pro 
fessor would explain it to the col 
lege class.

The truth is the exact opposite 
f what appears on the surface. 


The Russians believe in military 
force above all else. They turned 
our two airmen loose because the 
United States has a formidable air 
fleet, and if the Reds hadn't given 
the boys back to us we might have 
decided to do something about it. 


But the Associated Press corres- 


pondent, William N. Oatis, is 
civilian, with no fraternity of fight- 
ing men to back him up, and no 


^•direct link to the American gov- 
'yernmcnt. The 
Communists 
may 


have somo honest fears about the 
damage 
Oatis' dispatches might 


do, but fundamentally their action 
is a revelation of unadulterated 
cowardice. 


They kept the 
little 
dog—but 


turned the big dogs loose. 


Even so, the Communists have 


underestimated America, her free 
press, and its working reporters 
and correspondents. Oatis was nil 


'^European propagandist. He was ;-i 


writer of straight and honest news, 
working for the Associated Prc>u, 
which has a world-wide reputation 
of requiring all its correspondents 
to write factually, without opinion 
or "slant." 


The very fact that Czechoslovak- 


ia arrested him tells us what kind 
of a government the Czechs liva 
under. And his countrymen arc 
i coming to Oatis' aid.

"By all means available we will 


seek Oatis' release from this cruel 
and unjust detention. Evidence at

Gas Company 
Laying New 
Line to SPG 


The Louisiana Nevada Transit 


Company yesterday started laying 
a 2-inch high pressure gns line 
which will serve houses in the cor- 
porate limits of Oakhnvcn, officers 
quarters of the old Southwestern 
Proving Ground, and several in- 
dustries in the area. 


The lino will extend from the gate 


of the former military reservation 
to the officers quarters and to tho 
industrial area, a distance of more 
than 2 miles. Completion is expect- 
ed within a few days.

area which is owned by individ- 
uals operating as the Hope Devel- 
opment Corporation.

cal businessmen, served notice that 
the gas company would cither have 
to buy the line or it would be sold 
for salvage. 


In turn the gas company notified 


residents of the area to make other 
arrangements for gas servic6 in 
event th line was sold.

20,000 snails and 25000 white mice 
a scientist here is raising worms 
to try to wipe out a disease af- 
flicting 1.000,000 people. 


That is about one out of every 


fifteen persons alive on this earth. 


Yet you probably 
never 
even 


heard of the disease. It is called 
sohistosomiasis. It is prevalent in 
Puerto Rico, South America and 
the Orient. In some areas of Af- 
rica and Egypt 80 per cent of the 
population have it, and in acute 
cases it is often fatal. 


The villains are tropical worms 


known as schistosomes. Under 
a 


small power microscope a female 
worm loks like a miniature, over 
ripened banana. The male worm 
looks like a Brooklyn Dodger base- 
ball fan with his team trailing 8 
to 1 in the 9th inning—bent over 
and pale. 


The scientist fitting them 
is 


Dr. Redginal Hewitt at 70, one of 
the great worm men of the cen 
ury. Several years ago after tcst- 
ng more than 1,000 preparations, 
ie perfected the drug 
hc-traan 


newest weapon against a n o t h er 
agcold tropical worm scourge—el 
cphantiasis.
